JANUARY  COVER 

The  cover  drawing,  "Girl  Dancing",  is  a  lithograph  by 
Alexander  Dobkin,  photographed  for  us  by  Nathan  Rabin, 
fine-arts  photographer.  Mr.  Dobkin  is  having  a  one-man  show 
of  lithographs  opening  January  6  at  the  Associated  American 
Artists  gallery  at  663  Fifth  Avenue  in  Manhattan. 

Mr.  Dobkin's  work  has  been  shown  widely  in  this  country 
— it  is  in  the  permanent  collections  of  the  Museum  of  Modern 
Art,  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art,  the  Fogg  Art 
Museum,  the  Butler  Art  Institute,  the  Joseph  H.  Hirschhorn 
Collection  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  among  others — as 
well  as  in  museums  in  Europe,  South  America  and  Austra- 
lia. 

Mr.  Dobkin  is  Director  of  the  Art  School  of  the  Educational 
Alliance.  He  has  won  many  awards,  has  written  two  books  and 
illustrated  many  others  and — perhaps  under  pressure  from  a 
close  relative — has  contributed  regularly  to  WBAI  in  the  form 
of  covers  and  outright  gifts. 

PROGRAMMING  NOTES 

Long-term  listeners  to  WBAI  will  notice  the  reappearance 
of  a  familiar  voice  this  month.  Chris  Koch,  a  former  Public 
Affairs  Director  here,  has  rejoined  Pacifica  as  Assistant  Sta- 
tion Manager  at  KPFK  in  California.  Mr.  Koch's  first  sched- 
uled program  from  the  coast  is  Render  Unto  Caesar  on  Sun- 
day the  26th.  (We  do  hope  it  arrives  in  time  for  broadcast.) 
If  you  want  to  hear  how  he  sounded  seven  years  ago,  there's 
an  archive  program  he  produced  on  Vietnam  scheduled  for 
January  5. 

This  month  the  Public  Affairs  Dept.  has  a  series  of  spe- 
cial interest,  Abortion,  to  be  heard  on  Wednesday  evenings 
beginning  January  8.  (It  is  a  five-part  series,  the  first  was 
broadcast  in  December.)   The  programs  were  produced  by 


Kay  Lindsey  and  are  moderated  by  Lucinda  Cisler  and  James 
Clapp,  members  of  the  Abortion  Committee  of  the  National 
Organization  for  Women  (NY  Chapter)  and  of  the  Public 
Education  Committee  of  Parents'  Aid  Society.  The  series  is 
timely  because  a  bill  to  repeal  New  York  State's  anti-abortion 
bill  will  be  introduced  in  the  Assembly  this  month. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  has  two  dramatic 
offerings  in  January.  The  first,  Dying,  from  D&L's  home 
team  production  unit,  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre,  is  a  compila- 
tion of  writings  on  death.  The  material  ranges  from  The  Book 
of  the  Dead  to  Mod  Squad  Comics,  produced  as  an  orches- 
trated reading  by  The  Word  Players. 

The  second,  Unto  Thee  A  Garden,  a  dramatic  documentary 
of  ancient  Egypt,  is  presented  by  the  Four  Winds  Theatre 
under  the  direction  of  Jenny  Egan. 

The  Music  Department  declares — in  Eric  Salzman's  in- 
imitable style — that  "January  is  a  Festival  Festival — Salz- 
burg, Vienna,  Prague  (yes,  Prague;  the  festival  was  just  be- 
fore the  invasion  and  Czech  radio  somehow  managed  to  come 
up  with  dubs)  and  various  Swiss  fetes  are  all  over  the  Folio. 

"But  we  have  our  own  festspiel  here  at  home  too.  Dietrich 
Fischer-Dieskau  turned  down  the  news  magazines  but  he 
talked  to  us  (Jan.  19).  The  Group  for  Contemporary  Music 
concert  on  the  26th  includes  music  from  Ghana  and  Charles 
Wuorinen's  The  Politics  of  Harmony,  a  masque  on  an  old 
Chinese  theme  (literary  theme,  that  is;  the  music  is  purely 
modern).  A  broadcast  from  the  Cafe  au  Go  Go  features  the 
Caecilian  Society's  performance  of  Walton's  Facade,  with 
Helen-Jean  Arthur  reading  the  Edith  Sitwell  poetry.  On  Jan- 
uary 26  our  own  Kathy  Dobkin  begins  her  Russian  opera 
series  with  a  program  about  Pushkin,  the  source  of  it  all.  And 
don't,  for  heaven's  sake,  miss  the  Scratchy  Groove  Awards 
for  the  worst  records  of  1968  (New  Year's  Day  evening). 

"Jazz,  pop,  folk  and  soul  lovers  may  be  distressed  to  see 
that  some  of  their  favorite  program  people  appear  less  often 
in  this  Folio  or  not  at  all.  Rest  assured  that  there  is  no  policy 
to  cut  back;  on  the  contrary,  we  intend  to  increase  the 
varieties  of  programming  in  these  areas.  However,  in  order 
to  bring  jazz  and  pop  programming  into  line  with  the  rest 
of  WBAI  programming —  we  take  it  at  least  as  seriously  as 
anything  else — we  are  turning  away  from  the  open-ended 
slot  and  toward  the  produced  show  and  the  finite  series. 
Therefore,  we  are  asking  all  our  present — as  well  as  future — 
contributors  to  pre-produce  programs.  This  gives  us  a 
chance  to  find  good  times  in  the  schedule  and  to  list  details 
in  the  Folio.  As  these  programs  are  produced  and  offered, 
we'll  pop  them  into  the  programming. 

"Programs  in  the  planning  stage  include  a  series  on  the 
Beatles  by  Josh  Rifkin,  a  program  on  the  rise  and  fall(?)  of 
The  Beach  Boys  by  Peter  Winkler,  jazz  programs  by  an  old 
friend,  Don  Heckman,  a  program  of  old  popular  music  and 
lots  of  other  goodies."
